Anti -foreign feeling rising in Iran 




TEHRAN. Nov. 13 (AP) ~ 
A wave of anti-foreiga fe^g 
ff swept Iran fiConday. In Tehran, 
200 American techn loans thr- 
. eatened by local em^yees at 
• the T etecommuntcaiions Or- 
ganization of Iran, were es- 
corted from the premises un- 
der police protection. 

Scores of other foreigners 
induding Amtficaos working 
la the strike-bound oD fields 
in southern Iran, have recuved 
' leaftos that read; “Waming, 
don't get Idled (sic). Leave 
this country b^oie first of De- 
cember.'* None have been re- 
ported attacked. 


Most of the 45.000 Americans 
working in Iran have ignored 
the ' threats and plan to stay 
on as well as some 5(^000 
Europeans. There arc 700.000 
foreigaen employed in &ao in 
various capadties. 

The foreiga technidans are 
consid ered vita l to running 
of the oU fields on which Iran's 
economy is based. Their pre- 
sence has prevented a comfdete 
break down since the oil in- 
dustry strike started Oct. 31.

In the holy city of Qum, 
160 kilometers south of Tehran, 
demonstrators Sunday led by 
religious leaders marched thr- 
ough the streets peacefully. 
Witnesses reported latw that 


soldiers grabbed two men and 
shaved their beards, consider- 
ed a gross insult.

ces close to Sadat said. 

<But after Sadat conferred 
with Khalil and Vice President 
Homi Mubarak, and later 
wiUi U.S. Ambassador Her- 
mann Eiits, Kiwlil said the 
diplomats were staying in Wa- 
shington.

Begin said Israel had been 
asked to agree on a tim^ble 
for settling the West Bank 
issue. “We can't do this be- 
cause we are loyal to the 
Camp David agreemests,** he 
claimed.

Bakr due in Damascus

“Tishrin” said Monday Syria 
and Iraq will shortly launch an 
[■initiative “in the interest of the 
rAnb cause which will have a 
great impact on world forums.” 
it did not define the nature * 
of the move. 


1'he paper said the Syriao- 
Iraqi higher political commit- 
tee would meet in Damascus 
on Dec. 1 to draw up an ac- 
tion plan for coordination and 
integration between (he two 
countries. 

Last month. Presidents Assad 
and Bakr signed a “national 
charter for joint actioo** setting 
up the committee which they 
head. 

The paper said (he commit- 
tee would review the process 
made by joint committees con- 
cerned toward cooperation bet- 
ween the two countries.

What disturbs Rainear most, 
he says, is that **a sUly thing* 
like the biill^ probably kept 
him from finishing the race in 
three hours and thus qualify* 
ing for the Boston Marathon.

Uganda radio said Monday 
that Pfcsideat Amin took per- 
sonal control of his forces' from 
line against Tanzania’s firm 
counter-offensive in tbe two- 
week war. 

The two sides face each other 
across the SO^yard wide Kagera 
River. 

Tanzania announced Sunday 
several hours after Ugandan 
sources reputed tbe failure of 
an attempted river crossing— 
that its troops had launched a 
major coumer-offensive. 

The last report of fighting, 
from an aide of Amin, said 
about 300 Tanzanians tried to 
cross the fiood-swoUen and 
crocodile-infested liver in boats 
but were driven back by Ugan- 
dan fire before dawn Sunday. 

Many of tbe troops were 
drowned or were devoured by 
the crocodiles. 

Uganda Radio, monitored in 
Nairobi, said Monday, "Sources 
close to the miljtary spokesman 
have disclosed that the con- 
queror of the British Empire. 
Field Marshal Idi Amin, is now 
commanding the battle of the 
front line." 

Uganda seized 1,800 square 
km of swampy land on the 
western shore of Lake Victoria 
two weeks ago. 

Amin Monday again offered 
to withdraw if Preadem Ny^ 
erere of Tanzania gave hinu 
throuedt Organization of 
African Unity, guarantees that 
he would not attack Uganda 
or arm Ugandan e»les. 

The radio said he renewed 
his offer when he received a 
message from President Sekou 
Totire of Guinea. 

Amin suggested that cx-Pre- 
sident Milton Obote, who has 
lived in Tanzania since be was 
overthrown in Axnin's 1971 
military coup, should "be trans- 
ferred from Tanzania to an- 
otho- country like Guinea so 
he cannot cause confusion,”
